RESUME OF TRANSACTIONS OF THE BOARD OF REGENTS. 


At the meeting of the Regents on February 21st, 1883, 
the following preamble and resolutions were adopted : 

WHEREAS, The establishment of a College of Medicineat 
the earliest day practicable is contemplated in the organic act 
of the University, and it appears to the Board of Regents 
that the progress and development of the state is sufficient 
to warrant the addition of such college to the University; 
and 

WHEREAS, À number of physicians of good reputation and 
professional standing in the state have tendered their services 
as Professors, Lecturers, and Demonstrators, to fill the chairs 
designated by the act for such medical department, for at 
least two years without salary ; 

Resolved, That a College of Medicine be established in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of "An Act to establish the 
University of Nebraska,” approved February 15th, 1869, 
and acts amendatory thereto, and that the necessary protes- 
sors be elected to fill the several chairs designated in said act, 
the conditions being that the Professors and Instructors elec- 
ted shall receive for the next year no more than actual travel- 
ing expenses incurred in attending to the duties imposed 
upon them, as compensation. 
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The Board then appointed the following Faculty of Medi- 
cine, their services to commence with the ensuing University 
year:

At the meeting of the Regents on June 13th following, 
the Board by resolution required as conditions of gradua- 
tion from the Medical College, that the candidate be a grad- 
uate of a Literary College, or pass a thorough examination 
in the common school branches, and a three years’ course 
of lectures in medicine, 

The board also established at the same meeting chairs in” 
the medical college representing the Homeopathic and Ec- 
lectic schools of medicine upon the same conditions attend- 
ing the appointment of the Professors and Instructors in said 
college at the February meeting, and to these chairs were

A chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of Women and Child- 
ren was authorized to be filled for the time being by such 
person as might be designated by the Eclectic Medical Socie- 
ty of Nebraska. 

The members of the medical faculty representing each 
of these schools of practice were authorized to select a board 
of examiners outside the faculty to examine candidates for 
degrees, who shall report their doings to the medical faculty. 
Degrees were then to be conferred by the Board of Regents 
upon the recommendation of the medical faculty, showing 
the concurrence of the Board of Examiners, in case such 
should be appointed as provided for. The work of the pro- 
fessors designated in these schools should be independent of 
that of other professors heretofore appointed to correspond- 
ing chaits. L.A. Merriam, M.D., of Omaha, was added to 
the list of professors in the medical college appointed at the 
February meeting, and assigned to the chair of Principles 
and Practice of Medicine. 

At the same meeting Chas. K. Adams, LL.D.,Prof. af His- 
tory in the University of Michigan, was elected Chancellor. 
L. F. M. Easterday, M.A., was appointed Instructor in 
Astronomy and Natural History, and H. W. Caldwell, B.A., 
Instructor in History, with such other duties as the faculty 
might assign thern. 

At the adjourned meeting held July roth following, Ira 
Van Camp, M.D., having been designated by the State Eclec- 
tic Medical Society as a proper person for the Chair of Obstet- 
rics and Diseases of Women and Children, representing the 
Eclectic School of Medicine, was appointed to the chair. 
The medical faculty was authorized to make such changes

in the course of study and the number of terms of attendance 
necessary to graduation, and to appoint such instructors and 
lecturers as may be necessary, providing the services of ad- 
ditional instructors be rendered without expense to the state, 
and directed toreport their action at the next meeting. 

At the called meeting of August 15th following, the dec- 
lination of Chancellor elect Adams was presented to the 
Board. Prof. Samuel Aughey, of the Chair of Natural Sci- 
ence since the establishment of the University, tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted. 

At the called meeting of November 8th following, the ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of Prof. Samuel Aughey at the 
previous meeting was reconsidered and the resignation with- 
drawn. The resignation of Prof. Aughey was renewed in a 
communication to the board and accepted, to take effect on 
October 1st. Leave of absence was granted him until that date. 

At the meeting of the Board on December 18th, Irving J. 
Manatt, Ph.D., Prof. of Greek in Marietta College, was 
elected Chancellor, his term of service to commence on the 
ist of January following. As the term of service of Regent 
C. A. Holmes, for several years president of the board, expir- 
ed with that meeting, he tendered his resignation of the presi- 
dency. It wasaccepted and Regent C. H. Gere was elected 
to fill the vacancy. The Chancellorwas authorized to employ 
Bion H. Culver as instructor in modern language, assigning 
him such other duties as he might deem proper,and the sec- 

“retary was instructed to transmit a resolution of the Board 
to the Secretary of War asking for the detail of an army 
officer for Instructor in Military Science and Tactics at the 
University. 

At the meeting called on March 2oth, for the purpose of 
conferring degrees upon the first graduating class of the 
Medical College and other business, the resignation of Prof. 
Paul Grossman, of the chair of Surgery in the Medical Col- 
lege, was received and accepted. The resignations of S. R. 
Thompson, Prof. of Agriculture, and Harvey Culbertson, 
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Prof. of Horticulture in the Industrial College, were received 
and accepted, to take effect on the 1st of September following. 
Col. E. P. Savage, of Custer county, was appointed Superin- 
tendent of the Industrial College Farm. 

At the meeting of June roth, Prof. Lewis E. Hicks, of 
Denison University, was elected to the Chair of Geology and 
kindred sciences. Charles N. Little, Instructor in Mathe- 
matics and Civil Engineering, was elected Associate Professor 
of Civil Engineering, and granted leave of absence for one 
year, without salary. Miss Sarah W. Moore was appointed 
Instructor in Drawing and Painting. Prof, A. E. Blount, 
of the Colorado Agricultural College, was elected to the 


- Chair of Agriculture, and Prof. C. E. Bessey, of the Iowa 


Agricultural College, was elected to the Chair of Botany 
and Horticulture in the Industrial College of the University. 
Rules were adopted further defining the qualifications of 
candidates for admission into the Medical College, and 
providing that after September x, 1885, no person should 
be admitted to the degree of Doctor of Medicine under the 
age of twenty-one years, or without satisfactory proof of 
good moral character, and who has not taken three full 
courses of lectures of six months each, including thestudy 
of practical anatomy and chemistry, and passed nA 
examinations on all the studies of such course. 

At the meeting of August 22d, the declination of A. E. 
Blount, Prof. electof Agriculture having been received, Prof. 
C. E. Bessey, elect to the Chair of Botany and Horticulture, 
was authorized to procure the services of a competent person 
for Instructor in Agriculture. The resignation of Ira Van 
Camp, M.D., Prof. of Obstetrics and Diseases of Women 
and Children in the Eclectic Department of the Medical 
College, was received and accepted. The resignation of 
Prof. F. W. Grube, of the Chair of Modern Languages, was 
received and accepted, to take effect on the rst day of Jan- 
uary following, and leave of absence granted him for the 
remainder of his term of office. A resolution was passed

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for transmittal to the Secretary of War, asking for the detail 
of Lieut. Edgar S. Dudley, of the 2d U.S Artillery, as 
Instructor in Military Science and Tactics at the University, 
to take effect on the expiration of the leave of absence of 
Lieut. R. N. Townley, of the U. S. Navy, on the rst of Dec- 
ember following. The Chancellor was authorized to appoint 
additional instructors in,the Latin School as they were 
needed, 

To fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Prof. 
Grossman, of the Medical College, R. R. Livingston, M. 
D., of Plattsmouth, was elected to the Chair of Principles 
and Practice of Surgery, and S. D. Mercer, M.D., of Omaha, 
to the Chair of Clinical Surgery.

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PROBABLE INCOME. 


The assessment roll of the State for 1884 shows aggregate 
assessed value of taxable property to be in round numbers, 
$123,000,000, an increase of about $13,000,000 in one year. 
A like increase for 1885 would make the valuation for that 
year, $137,000,000 in round numbers. "The tax of 1884, if 
all collected, would give for the 36 mill levy for the Uni- 
versity, the sum of $46,355.94, and for 1885, about $50,000. 
It is safe to compute the income from taxes collected at 
$77,500 for the two years. 

From information obtained at the office of the State Land 
Commissioner the income from leased lands and from the 
interest on lànds sold, will amount to about $70,000 for the 
two years. The interest on the permanent investments 
in bonds thus far made will amount to $2,700. Total income 
expected for two years, $150,200. There is due from de- 
linquent lessees, $869.00, and there will be due on the rst 
of January, 1885, from lessees, $31,290, rental for the 
present year. Theserents collected and added to theamount 

-now in the treasury, less the unexpended balance of the 
appropriation of 1883, and the amount of unappropriated 
moneys on hand belonging by law to the Regents’ Fund, is 
$87,030.95. 

This accumulation of surplus consists for the most part 
of the revenues derived during the past years from the sale 
and lease of the endowment lands of the University, and the 
interest on investments of the principal obtained from the 
sale of the lands in County registered bonds. None of 
these revenues have up to the present time been touched ` 
by the Regents, as it is the opinion of the Supreme Court 
that they are not available until specifically appropriated for 
the use of the University by the Legislature. 

For the items of the expenditures see the financial report 
of the Secretary hereto appended and made a part of this 
report. . 
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THE INDUSTRIAL COLLEGE. 


The Board deemed it advisable at the meeting last March 
to relieve the faculty of the Industrial College of the burden. 
of managing the farm. So much of their time was occupied 
in teaching and preparing their topics for the class room 
that the farm was without efficient management and failed 
to make the returns expécted. After careful consideration 
Col. E. P. Savage was offered the position of Superintendent 
and accepted thesame. He is an experienced stock grower 
and a practical farmer. By direction of the board he dis- 
posed at auction of the superfluous graded and common 
stock on hand and has from time to time made judicious pur- 
chase of the best attainable thoroughbreds.

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The Board has been unable for want of funds to make the 
necessary additions to the Dormitory on the farm for the 
accommodation of students in the department wishing to 
perform daily labor in part payment of their expenses, and 
the premises are, especially in the spring term, uncom- 
fortably crowded. : 

As the farm embraces much more land than is necessary , 
for conducting such expériments in connection with Agri- 
culture and Horticulture as are profitable to the students 
and to the State, the best use that can be made of the 
greater part of it, in the judgment of the Board, is to de- 
vote it to the breeding and rearing of such choice strains 
of thoroughbred cattle and swine as are new to the north- 
west, but which seem to promise to become of value to 
our stock growers in the future. To this end should it meet 
with the approval of the Legislature, the Board expects to 
work with such means as may be placed at its disposal, 
economically and with the best guidance that it can attain. 
It does not seem advisable for the State to devote a model 
farm to the production of only such varieties as have been 
tested and approved by the common experience of the 
agriculturists ofthe State. The policy is not to compete with 
private enterprise, but to open so far as possible new paths, 
by experimenting with varieties as yet not thoroughly tested 
in this State. 


THE MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


In that portion of this report devoted to the transactions 
of the Board at its several meetings during the past two 
years, a full history of the organization of the Medical Col- 
lege is presented. Commenced as an experiment, it has 
succeeded beyond expectation. There are at present fifty- 
four medical students in attendance, and the course of in- 
struction is thorough and comprehensive. The importance 
of bringing the medical profession in the State up to a 
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higher standard can be appreciated by laymen as well as by 
physicians. Hitherto the services of accomplished instrüc- 
tors have been secured without any cost except actual 
traveling expenses, in accordance with arrangements made 
when the College was opened. That arrangement ends at 
the close of the present college year. Whether the College 
shall continue depends now upon the will of the Legislature. 
-~ » Slight amendments of the act organizing the University 
will be desirable, to define the status of the several schools 
that have been recognized, and authorizing them to recom- 
mend the conferring of degrees after examination, each 
department forming a sub-faculty, so far as the distinction 
between the schools extends, but all having common in- 
struction in the fundamental branches of the department, 
such as Anatomy, Physiology, Surgery, and Chemistry. 
In the States of Michigan and Iowa this plan has been 
pursued for years with success, no discrimination being 
made by the State between the schools that have applied for 
recognition. : 


UNIVERSITY BUILDINGS. 


So far, the original building for lecture rooms, offices, lab- 
oratory, museum, library, and society halls has been made 
to do duty for all the Colleges, and including the Latin 
school. s 

That it is crowded may not be a matter of complaint, but 
that the time has come when there are not accommodations 
for the most important work of the University, and that the 
limit of crowding has been reached and passed, must be 
apparent to the most casual observer. 

The tendency of the day is plainly seen to be in the direc- 
tion of the practical sciences. More attention is given year 
by year in all the leading Universities of this country and 
Europe to Chemistry, Geology, Botany, and applied math- 
ematics in the branches of Mechanics, Engineering, and

Astronomy. This tendency has been seen among the 
youth of Nebraska as strongly marked as in the Eastern 
and Middle States. The Regents having, by the advice 
and consent of the Faculty, made the courses largely elec- 
tive, it is found that those courses are most desired that 
include the most generous provision for instruction in the 
naturalsciences. But effective instruction in these practical 
studies requires something more than a room, some benches, 
a lesson hearer, and a lexicon. 

The Chemical department of the University is now called 
upon to give instruction to classes, some of which are quite 
large, in General Chemistry, Qualitative Analysis, Quanti- 
tative Analysis, Medical Chemistry, Analysis of Urine, 
and Agricultural Chemistry. Each of these subjects must 
be taught practically by laboratory work. The aggregate 
number of students appearing for such instruction in Chem- 
istry was forty in 1882-3, one hundred and four in 1883-4, 
and sixty-six in the fall term of 1884. The coming two 
terms will easily find double the last number applying for 
instruction in Chemistry. In addition to these students 
taking regular courses, a number of persons have made ap- 
plication for entrance to the laboratory, to pursue special 
work. For the accommodation of the several classes we 
have one room about 25x30, without ventilation, poorly 
lighted, and crowded with desks and work tables. Even 
in its crowded condition it will give room for work for but 
twenty students at one time. The classes are, therefore, 
taught in divisions, at a ruinous sacrifice of time. : 

In the way of equipment this department is at an equal 
disadvantage. Each student cannot be iurnished with a 
proper and sufficient quota of material and appliances for 
practical laboratory work, and a number have to use the 
same apparatus and fixtures, causing a great loss of time, 
and giving serious annoyance. Adequate and proper 
apparatus, if procured, cannot be placed in the room at the 
disposal of the department. _ 
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The disadvantages described, under which the chemical 
department labors, are shared to a greater or less extent by 
the departments of Geology, Botany, and Natural History, 
and Medicine. 

At the annual meeting of the University Senate, in No- 
ember, it wasresolved that the necessities of additional build- 
ings be laid before the Regents and a committee of the sev- 
eral faculties was appointed to draft plans and designs for 
such buildings. These have been roughly cast and placed 
in the hands of a competent architect for elaboration. 

The plans provide for a laboratory to be plainly and sub- 
stantially built with all the approved modern appliances, 
at a cost of about $25,000, and an Industrial College build- 
ing with ample accommodations for the classes in Agricul- 
ture, Botany, Horticulture, Geology, and Physics, with 
room in the basement for a commencement of a department 
of Mechanic arts. Temporary quarters will also be provided 
for in this building for the Medical College lectures, with 
appropriate rooms for practical Anatomy, Clinics, and a dis- 
pensary. This building is expected to cost about $50,000. 

Having examined the sketches of these plans with an eye 
to the needs of the University, the Regents have adopted 
them as amended, and ask for a sufficient appropriation out 
of the surplus funds of the University for their erection as 
soon as practicable. 

An examination of the roof of the University building 
having satisfied the Regents that it is impracticable to 
make substantial and satisfactory repairs of the same they 
caused to be placed upon the north wing of the building, 
the roof of which was in the worst condition, a covering of 
slate at a cost, including gutters and conductors, of between 
eight and nine hundred dollars. Thenew roof is thoroughly 
well made and satisfactory, and absolutely essential to the 
safety of the building. The old roof of the main part of the 
building, has been repaired and painted to do service for 
the time being, but should be replaced at an early day by 
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slate. The chapel is very uncomfortable, out^of repair, and 
its acoustics very imperfect. It should be furnished with an 
arched ceiling, its galleries extended, and its floor and seats 
arranged in amphitheater form. These alterations and re- 
pairs would give it seating room sufficient to accommodate 
the growth of the institution for a number of years and make 
it comfortable for speakers and audience. 

The estimated cost of these and other minor repairs and 
adjustments in tbe building, including the repainting of 


the outside, is $4,500.00. 


As the estimates made by the regents for the expenses of 
the past two years, including a steam heating apparatus, 
were cut down some five thousand dollars in the appropria- 
tion bill, the Regents found it impossible, without intrench- 


ing upon the absolutely necessary expenditures, to put in 


the steam heating contemplated. In case the proposed new 
buildings are erected, from considerations of economy and 
safety from fire, the Regents recommend the heating of all 
the buildings from boilers placed outside in a small building 
erected for that purpose. The estimated cost of boiler house, 
apparatus, and pipes for all the buildings is $10.coo 

The cost of a proper equipment of the chemical laborato- 
ry, in case a new building iserected, is estimated at $10,000. 

To equip the Chair of Botany and Horticulture with the 
nece.sary scientific library and apparatus, for which the 
proposed Industrial Building will give accommodation, the 
sum of five thousand dollars will be required. These 
estimates for apparatus and equipments for the Chairs 
of Chemistry and Botany and Horticulture, are included 
in the estimates given to the Auditor of State for the ex- 
penses of the University for the next two years.

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, STATE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


In connection with the department of Science in the Uni- 
versity, it is deemed desirable to call attention to the need 
of a geological survey of Nebraska. The state owes it to 
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her own people who have chosen their homes within her 
borders, to ascertain and publish the essential facts respect- 
ing the geological formations of Nebraska, and their relations 
to the composition and fertility of hersoil. Sheowes it also 
to the citizens of other states and of foreign countries, who 
often inquire for the reports of our State Geologist, and 
have to be informed that we have none. She owes it to 
science, that the unrivaled wealth of fossil remains here 
entombed, shall be gathered into one grand collection, rath- 
er than wasted or scattered at random among the museums 
of the eastern states or the old world. A geological survey 
would help to develop the country, and stimulate immigra- 
tion to such an extent as to repay the state many times its 
cost, to say nothing of its higher uses as an educational fac- 
tor, well fitted to aid in the instruction of the youth of the 
state in the natural sciences. 


THE LIBRARY. 


Owing to the absence of any general or special appropria- 
tions to the Library except the matriculation fees, its growth 
^as been slow. The committee of the faculty having it in 
charge has been very careful and judicious in its selections 
and purchases, and censidering the smallness of the collec- 
tion, it contains much choice and useful literature. Now 
that the endowment lands have begun to be productive, 
and a more liberal policy is possible without increasing the 
burdens of taxation, the Regents believe that a considerable 
appropriation out of surplus funds after providing for the 
needful running expenses of the University, for the use of 
this department, could be judiciously made by each legis- 
lature. If the recommendations made in this report with 
respect to new buildings meet the approbation of the legis- 
lature, the great need of the Library will be books. Espe- 
cially is the department of naturai science sadly deficient in 
this respect. Even those departments that are best supplied 
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are constantly crippled for the lack of the most ordinary 
authorities, to say nothing of those collections of sources 
essential to any independent original work.
